THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
AND THE CHURCH.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

FARO, Friday Kicrt. 

Tho Higher Correctional Tribunal of i'nri* 
to-day witnessed a novel sight A French Pre¬ 
late, Monaiunor Cotton, Hi&hop of Valance, wan 
placed in tho dock on the charge of insulting the 
Government In July, M. Conatana, Minister 
of tho Interior aud Poblic Worship, a«*nt a circu¬ 
lar to the Bishops enjoining them to dismiss all 
Jesuits employed as professors in the clerical 
training schools, designated as tetninairrj, which 
are placed under episcopalsuperintendencc. Tho 
Bishop of Valence replied by a letter which 
gave offence to the Minister, and though it was 
not made public at the time, and has not been 
published since, M. Constansdocidod to prosecute 
the Bishop, on the ground tliat insults against 
the Government, even though not made public, 
come under Clause 222 of the PeuoJ Code, 
which runs thus :— 

** When one or more Magistrates of tho Adminis¬ 
trative order or the Judicial order shall, in the dre- 
ehsrge of their duties, or oa the ooossion thereof, have 
sustained some outrage by wnnl of mouth tending to 
affect their honour or their higb-mindedness, the 
person guilty of that offrno* shall bo {mnisbed with 
imprisonment from one month to two years.” 

It is hardly to be supposed that when that 
Clause was framed it was ever intended that 
it should be applied to a Bishop for writing 
a letter to a Minister, especially as there 
was no publication ; but this circumstance only 
renders the case more significant Under a Uw 
of 1810, tho Bishop was tried by the Court of 
Correctional Anpoal, another illustration of the 
tKuisted principle of equality. The Bishop wore 
the undress costume of tho Members of tho 
French Episcopacy, and was attended by tliree 
Counsel, M. Bcrangrr, a Senator, AL do la 
BouillAne, and M. Kobinet de CUrj. In 
answer to tho President, the Defendant stated 
that his name was Alexander George Cotton, 
tliat he was fiftv-firo years old, and that his 
profession was that of a Bishop at Valence. 
The following conversation ensued :— 

The President—Monselgneur, you have rend the 
charge against you io the summons which you received ; 
have you any explanations to offer? 

The Bishop.—1 wish, in tho first place, to point out 
that 1 never had any intention of giving offenoe to the 
Minister or the Secretary of State. 1 may possibly 
iiave used somewhat strong expressions : but to insult 
the Minister or any one else never entered my thoughts. 
The letter which I am reproached with was addressed 
to >1. Failures, Under Secretary of State, and it was 
not intended to be communicated to M. Con*tans, the 
Minister of the Interior. I had been receiving from tho 
Minis try letters marked " private ” or “ confidential 
they related to mature connected with the mninairtt 
I have also received a letter which appeared to be 
couched in very extraordinary language, which in¬ 
fringed, and Indeed entirely ignored, canonical rights. 
It was quite evident to me that the matter must end 
badly; hut after all, when I wrote to 11. Falliores, I did 
not suppose my letter would be laid before his chijf, M 
Constant. 

The l'nwideot.—I would call yonr attention to the 
fact that several letters had {tasted between you and M. 
Failure*, and that contrary to what you have just keen 
rn tying, you must have very well known tliat you wore 
in communication with the Minister, as well as with his 
Under Secretary of State, and you must surely Lave 
seen that they hod an official character. 

The Bishop.—These letters were marked " private 
and confidential/' and 1 did not publish them, or my 
answers, in the newsjopers. 

The lYeaidrnt.—You can uudmtand, Monseigneur, 
that if such letter* were scut to the newspapers thore 
would be an end to all administration. 

The Procureur General, M. Senator Dauphin, then 
rose fer tho prosecution. He wished to cxpnws him¬ 
self with the deference due to a dignitary of tho Church, 
but he had an un{»*rative duty to discharge, and he 
would carry it out unfiiachingly. Tliat duty 
was to make it {Jain tliat the Government 
must be respected, and that those entrusted 
with the work of the Government ami the 
administration of the law could not U> insulted with 
impunity. That was a fundamental principle, and 
those who were tempted to ignore or disregard it must 
bo compelled to retjwct it. The Right Reverend 
Defendant alleged that hu letters w«ire private and 
confidential, that they were not published, and that 
thoy were not intended to be read by tue Minbtvi 
himself. lie was sorry to say that this plea was dis¬ 
ingenuous. The Defendant must have known tliat a 
correspondence on such a subject must ootne under the 
notice of the Secretary of State. He also knew that 
it was not neocaaary that an offensive letter should 
be addressed to the person whom it was cal¬ 
culated to offend to come within the opera¬ 
tion of the law; it was. sufficient that the persou 
offended should see the letter. The correspondent 
between the Bishop and the Under Secretary of 
State Failure* commenced on the 6th of August, 
and closed on the 14th October by the letter which led 
to this prosecution. The Procureur G«Wml went 
through this cornwpondence trrmiim. M. Fallivriet 
had written to the bishop in Ootobcr thqt if tbr Jesuit 
lWcnor* were not turned out of the seminaries the 
Government would withdraw its subvention to those 
establishments. The bishop replied in one letter. 
14 Prcunia fna tecum pmw/. We ate not to he bought or 
bribed.”Tbeiru{«oti the Under Secretary railed upon him 
to furuish a list of his professor*, and to this the Bishop 
replied :—" 1 know of no law tliat warrants your askiu fc 
such questions. You are nrither my confessor nor my 
confidant, and I have no confidence in yon. If I were 
to ask you if you were a Freemason or an Inter¬ 
nationalist you would tell me that that was no bush 
new of mine. You have used liberty as a stepping- 
stone to power; there is no liberty, dnl and religious, 
that you do not upfiress. Is not that the height of 
cynicism and bad faith ? You have throe time* 
threatened to snj>{ircei the subvention ; pray do not 
repeat that menace—I regard if a* an insult. You 
might offer os all the savings of the President of the 
Kepuhlio and his Ministers—all the money which you 
pnt into your own pockets and those of your creatures; 
1 tell you one* more we arc not to be bought The 
hatred of God and the love of gold ore closely con¬ 
nected. Let you and your friends gorge thorn solve* 
with money ; the worship of pelf is the characteristic 
of oor ruler*.** The Procureur General earnestly urged 
the Court to sentence tho Bishop not to imprisonment, 
but to a fine, however small, as tliat judgment would 
have a great moral effort, 

M. Kobinet de Clary made a powerful speech. In tho 
course of which bo quoted Pension's letter to Louis 
XIV., and made a point by remarking that It wts odd 
that under the Republic M Cons tons should exact 
greater respect from the Epi*oo{wcy than the Grand 
Monarquc. 

Tho Court acquittal the Bishop of Valence, 
on tho ground that in writing the letters he had 
no offensive iutentiona, aud dismissed the suit 
without costs.
